Calkins, of Boston, who held his 
power of attorney, obtained 
an order 


from tho court requiring him to show 
causo why heshould not 1111 au inventory. 
Warner paid no attention to this, and an 
order was then issued requiring the In- 
ventory to bo lllcd on the 18th. 
As 


Warner failed, to appear on that day, 
the Surrogate revoked liis authority as 
executor, and what had before be^-n a mild 
suspicion became a certainty. Tliere is 
uo doubt entertained by tbOhC who knew 
Warner's habits, that he has sunk a great 
deal o( money In Wall street. Rumors 
that ho had heavily overdrawn his ac- 
count are pronounced unfounded. The 
bank has always been considered very 
solid, and was a favorite depository for 
farmers and laboring mou, as well as 
business llrms. Waruer is a young man 
of lino appearance, and whllo not having 
numerous personal friends, he WAS looked 
upon as honorable and capable. A-> a boy 
he was a great favorite with tbe deceased 
banker, Barrows, who rapidly promoted 
him, and dually made him one of tlio ex- 
ecutors of his Immense estate, a position 
probably worth 310,000 a year, lie Inn, 
as almost sole manager of the property, 
engineered Its affairs much to his owu 
liking, the family apparently not euiitig 
to offend him by demanding an account 
of his stewardship. A few months ago 
young Burrows lay at tho point of death

The matter was brought 
before the Grand Jury, who fouud no 
bill. Young Burrows was removed by 
his friends to a hotel, ami .subsequently 
to his mother's home in this \illagc, af- 
ter having been induced to revoke the 
power of attorney given to Calkins.
